Washington, Dec. 10.— Representa­ 


tive Britten (Rep., 111.) introduced a 


resolution 
in 
the 
house 
calling 


upon 
President 
Coolidge 
to 
sum­ 
mon a conference of white nations 


bordering on the Pacific to adopt mu­ 


tual defensive policies against Japan. 
Introduction of the resolution pro­ 


voked a bitter wrangle between Brit- 
ten 
and 
Representative 
Johnson 


(Rep., Wash.), who described it as 
“ untimely and provocative of trou­ 
ble." 
Representative 
Britten 
charged 
Japan was making “ military prepara­ 
tions against this country." 
Representative 
Maelafferty 
(Rep., 
Cal.) declared that “ the thing to be 
avoided now is the expression of ill- 
advised opinion based upon a lack of 
understanding.” 
Mr. Britten’s resolution later was 
the subject of a wrangle in the house, 
the Illinois representative declaring 
the secretary of the navy and naval 
expects had made observations which 
he construed as meaning that Japan 
was making war preparations against 
the United States. 
Chairman French of the committee 
which framed the naval 
appropria­ 
tion bill broke into the debate to de­ 
clare that in his examination of Sec­ 
retary 
W ilbur 
and 
naval 
experts 
there never had been any suggestion 
that it was believed Japan was pre­ 
paring for war against this country. 
In a formal statement 
Secretary 
Hughes welcomed the appointment of 
a new Japanese ambassador to W ash­ 
ington and predicted an era of “ the 
most cordial relations” between the 
two countries. 
Charges that a trusted senate em­ 
ploye negotiated for money to be paid 
to him if the postal pay increase bill 
should be enacted have reached Pres­ 
ident Coolidge and which he has dis­ 
cussed with members of the senate, 
it is said that an outside group in­ 
terested in passage of the bill was to 
pay $10,000 to this employe in event 
of its enactment, the report being 
that $2,600 was paid, and that the sit­ 
uation came to the knowledge of the 
administration as a result of efforts 
of the employe ti obtain further pay­ 
ment. 
The element of scandal, small in it­ 
self, may affect the fate of the $6 8,- 
000,000 bill, which has to do with the 
pay of thousands of postal clerks, 
carriers and postmasters. 
Should it 
bo established thof improper means 
were used to pun !*; 
supposed “ in­ 
fluence” for enactment of the bill, 
it might cause enough senators to 
change their votes to sustain the veto 
of President Coolidge and defeat the 
bill. 
The administration is of the 
opinion that the charges should bo 
investigated. 
Senate leaders are planning to seek 
the consent of the senate to a definite 
time for a vote on the Underwood 
MusYle Shoals measure. 
Senator Un­ 
derwood, in replying the the attack 
on his measure by Senator Norris 
(Rep., Neb.), again 
charged 
oppo­ 
nents of the bill with filibustering on 
Muscle Shoals legislation. 
’The subcommittee of 
the 
senate 
Judiciary committee was called for a 
preliminary meeting in 
its 
inquiry 
into the Washington Herald editorial 
attacking Senator Underwood and his. 
Muscle Shoals bill. 
The investigation 
was ordered by the senate under a 
unanimous consent agreement obtain­ 
ed by Senator Underwood.

Columbus, Dec. 19.— The body of 
former Governor James E. Campbell 


will lie in state in the rotunda of the 
state house tomorrow between 9 a. 


m. and 1 p. m. 
Members of the former governor’s 


family decided they would be willing 
to meet the suggestion of Governor 
Donahey. 
No flowers or decorations 
other than a flag will be used on the 
casket. According to the present plan, 
funeral service will begin Saturday 
afternoon shortly after the body is 
taken from the state house to the 
First Presbyterian church. 
Honorary pallbearers include Gov­ 
ernor Donahey, former Governor Jud- 
son Harmon, former Governor James 
M. Cox, Claude Meeker, Dr. W . O. 
Thompson, 
Geneia.1 
Edward 
Orton, 
General Thomas E. Powell, Robert 
F. W olfe; Allen Andrews, Hamilton; 
Captain Joseph H. Dowling. Dayton; 
Judge W . H. Kinder, Findlay. 
The heart attack which carried off 
the former governor followed a tes­ 
timonial dinner to 
former 
Federal 
Judge John E. Sater. 
When the din­ 
ner was over he chatted with old 
friends. 
“ I ll live to be a hundred.” 
he remarked as he smiled and talked 
with them. 
One hour later he was 
stricken. 
His two daughters, Mrs. 
John M. Taylor and Mrs. J. J. Coons, 
and 
his son, Andrew O. Campbell, 
were with him when he died. 
Mr. Campbell was governor of Ohio 
in 1890 and 1891. 
He ran for gov­ 
ernor three times. 
In 1889 he defeat­ 
ed Joseph B. Foraker by 10,872 plu­ 
rality. 
In 1891 he was defeated by 
WiTiam McKinley by 21.511 plurality. 
McKinley was re-elected in 1893, de­ 
feating Lawrence T. Neal. 
In 1895 
Campbell was beaten by Asa S. Bush- 
nell by a plurality of 93,522. 
Mr. Campbell was in his 81st year. 
He was born at Middletown, Butler 
county, in 1843. 
He studied law and 
served in the Civil war. 
Campbell 
served three terms in congress. 
In 
his youth he had been a Republican, 
but in 1872, together with a number 
of other prominent Republicans, he 
became enrolled 
under 
the 
Demo­ 
cratic banner. 
That was in the cam­ 
paign of Horace Greeley. 
Mr. Camp­ 
bell for many years was an active 
leader in the Democratic party and 
was a member of the Ohio delegation 
to the Democratic national conven­ 
tion last June. 
Governor Donahey issued the fol­ 
lowing statement: 
“Governor Camp­ 
bell was a beloved dean of Ohio Dem­ 
ocracy. He advocated true Democracy 
at all times during his public career. 
He practiced common honesty in all 
his dealings with his fellow-man. His 
friends are legion and his death is a 
distinct loss to the commonwealth of 
Ohio." 
The family of the late ex-governor 
lias been deluged with messages of 
condolence from persons in all walks 
of life.

A. E. Sartain, deposed warden of At- 
Lmta federal prison, and L. J. Fletch­ 


er, former deputy warden. 
Sartain was former sheriff of Frank- 


on county, O. The arrests were made 
ithin a short time after the federal 
«.and jury had started an investiga- 
i .on of affairs at the penitentiary by 
examining a number 
of 
witnesses, 
who were brought to the city from 
liie prison. 
Warrants for the two former offi­ 
cials were determined upon during a 
conference between District Attorney 
ciin t W. Hager and VV. J. Donovan, 
assistant attorney general, who was 
^ent here from Washington to con­ 
duct the investigation. 
Sartain and Fletcher were arrested 
on warrants charging them with solic- 
ting and accepting bribes from pris- 
,ners upon information furnished by 
Graham Baughn, convicted in the Sa 
vannah rum ring sensation, and E. J. 
¿weeney of Detroit, reported to be a 
Selective. 
It was charged by the two 
convicts that Fletcher received $2,500 
each from Emmanuel 
Kessler 
and 
Morris 
Sweetwood, 
wealthy 
New 
fork bootleggers, for obtaining 
for 
them “ soft and easy jobs about the 
prison,” 
The warrant also charged 
Fletcher received $5,000 from Mrs. R. 
K. Walthall, which, it charged, influ­ 
enced him in showing favors to Kes- 
ler and Sweetwood. 
Sartain is ac­ 
cused in the warrant 
of 
receiving 
$5,000 from Baughn and from G. C. 
Tuten to have Tuten appointed chauf- 
,’eur for the prison physician. 
More arrests are in sight, according 
District Attorney C. W. i lager, al­ 
though he declined to state whether 
other officials are being investigated. 
Counsel for the accused men issued 
a statement in which they charged 
that 
the 
arrests 
are 
a 
“political 
frameup” 
and 
declared 
that 
their 
clients will refute alt charges. 
“ We 
will have much more to say at a later 
date,” the statement said. 
Sartain 
said lie had nothing to add to his 
previous statement, alleging that he 
is the victim of “ petty politics.”

Increase Noted by Government In the 


Areas Sown. 


Washington, 
Dec. 
19.— The 
area 
sow'n to winter wheat this fall totaled 
12,317,900 acres, which is 6.5 per cent 
more than ihe revised estimate of 
39 .745.000 acres sown in the fall of 
1923, the department of agriculture 
announced. 
The condition of wheat 
on Dec. 1 was 81.0 against 88.01 and 
79.5 on Dec. 1, 1923 and 1922, respec­ 
tively, and a 10-year average of 85.6. 
The sowings in the fall of 1922 w'ere 
16.100.000 acres and in the fall of 19 2 1 
were 49,787,000 acres. 
The department also reported the 
area sown to rye this fall to be 4,206,- 
000 acres, which is .8 per cent than 
the revised estimate of 4,173,000 acres 
sown in the fall of 1923. 
The eondi- j 
tion of rye on Dec. 1 was 87.3 against 
89.9 and 84.3 on Dec. I, 1923 and 1922, 
respectively, and a 10-year average 
of 89.4. 
The farm price of wheat per bushel 
Dec. 1, 1924, was 132.1 per cent, com­ 
pared to 95 per cent Dec. 1, 1923. The 
farm price of rye per bushel Dec. 1, 
1923, was 107.3 per cent, compared to 
64.9 per cent Dec. I, 1923.

The grand jury will convene after 
the holidays to continue the examina­ 
tion of students who attended a dance 
at the Collingwood hall Thanksgiving 
night, where many dancers were re­ 
ported intoxicated. 
The grand jury 
report says that it is general com­ 
ment that the Thanksgiving 
dance 
was no different from other dances 
attended by older persons. 
"If this 
condition continues,” the report says, 
“ the influence of the active genera­ 
tion is largely responsible for the de­ 
plorable state of adolescent society.”
